TOM NICHOL DEAD. 


The telegraph brings the news (hi. ft 
Thomas.Al. Niohol, formerly,.©! this state, 
died in New York oity at a hospital for 
incurables. 
Mr. Nichol was a strange character. 
He was a bright man in some respects, 
and what [Senator Saw)cr said of him 
was yery true, “be was all sail and no 
rodder.” 
Here is a'bru t sketch of his 
life: 
Nichol was born in Ohio, went into 
the army, oarned a musket for four 
years ana at the close of the war landed 
in Illinois, down near Belleville, where 
he taught school (or several winters and 
wonted at blacksmithing in summers. 
Thou he moved out to Kansas aud lived 
at Humbolt and Fort Scott fur a time. 
At the latter place he edited a news­ 
paper 
for 
several 
months. 
His 
hobbies always were finance and poli­ 
tics aud he would walk twenty miles to 
hear a political epeech. The winter de­ 
bating societies were his delight, and it 
was said in that country that there was 
not a lawyer cr a minister or a pedagogue 
in these counties who could stand up 
with bim rn a discussion. He was a bit 
of a lawyer, too, and during Lls exper­ 
ience ss a school teacher in Illinois he 
successfully defeuded a friendless fellow 
who was under trial for murder. 
Air. Nichul cams to this state in 1876 
to sell a plow that he had invented. J ust 
at tbut time the soft motley craze was 
raging in Wisconsin. 
On the afternoon 
he ibndtd bt Racine, “Le learned that 
General S. T. Cary was to make a green­ 
back speech in the town bali that even- 
big. 
Of course Nicbol went *o bear bim 
and daring the piogress of the speech 
asked 
Cary 
Eome 
questions. 
The 
speaker 
was 
very 
mach 
embar­ 
rassed 
by 
the perplexing 
inquiries 
put 
to 
him 
by 
the 
stranger and 
finally decided not to answer any more 
of them. 
Mr. Nichol, an entire stranger 
to everybody in the room, then arose 
and asked permissii d to reply to Cary at 
the conclusion of the latier’s remarks, 
but he was preven cd from coing so by 
the greenback ere, who put out the lights 
and drove the crowd from the hall. There 
was great 
excitement in the town and 
Niohol fonnd himself a hero. 
The re­ 
publicans then hired the hall for the 
next evening aid Niched made a speech 
in which be demolished Cery in such a 
manner ae to cc it in end himself to the 
Wisconsin 
Republican ccnumttee, by 
whom he v»as employed to fullow Cary 
about the state.’ 
Mr. Nicbol did good sci vice in Wis­ 
consin for sound money and the repub­ 
lican party. 
Af ter we rd he became ac­ 
quainted with Sheiman, Garfield, Hayes, 
Blame and many other public men. 
He 
was Garfield’s private secretary during 
the campaign of 188), and soon after 
the 4 tb of March, 1881, he was made 
oommissiomer of Indian affairs, and 
was in office less thau tlr.r.y days. 
He 
was not ablet© hold the position. 
After 
this he drifted from one thing to another, 
proving a miserable failure in all things 


e x c e p t in making speeches for Lout Bt 
money. He never had a home, and 
never Lad money except what hie friends 
gave him. 
He was a great theorist, bnt 
in tie practical affairs of life his living 
was in va n. 
If by any altars he would 
get some money. it would find its way 
out of his poo kct ai d how he would not 
know. 
He b ai plenty of ohanccs to 
make seine monty with which to supply 
his wants, but he did not make it ; and 
wbeu his last days came, his board and 
bis 
physician’-* 
bids 
were paid by 
frier us. 
Mr. Niched v. bs a g it ai character, but 
of th a t kind which serves as a warning 
and not as an example to be followed.

the side of the man who did the shoot­ 
ing. 
In view of this sc -called arrogant 
aud insolent demeaner on the part of 
the blacks, their growing disinclination 
to give up their seats in the colored cars> 
to take off their bats to white loafers, 
and rn other ways to acknowledge their 
inferiority, it is no wonder that the 
chivalry of the south say they dread 
negro insurrections and a war of races.

throat and breaking bis nose and jaw.

When found by the police D’Henzel was 
unconscious and bleeding profusely from a 
dozen wounds.

Paul from Hartford, Conn., where he was 
ngent for Perrier, Just et Cie. and several 
quoer stories of his conduct there followed 
him hero.

An E n g lish L andlord K illed w ith a R azor 
W ield ed by a N egro Sailor. 
L ondon, Fob. 11. —Mr. Kent, the land­ 
lord of tho Gloucester hotel at Swanza, w as 
killed by a burglar early Sunday morning. 
He retired with his wife at a late hour 
after locking all the doors, including those 
of 
his 
own bedroom. 
Early Sunday 
morning the wife heard a match struck in 
the room and jaw a negro in the act of 
lighting a candle. 
She awoke her husband 
and ho immediately grappled with the in­ 
truder while the wife took a pistol from 
under the pillow. 
As it was too dark to 
take aim she lighted a candle. 
She then 
aimed and fired and tho negro fell, wounded 
in the thigh. 
Cursing the woman he crept 
under the bed, but as she was unlocking 
the door he emerged and seizing a mirror, 
threw it at her. 
It missed her, but extin­ 
guished the light, a n i the negro succeeded 1 H a lf 
in escaping. 
When she relighted the can-' 
die she discovered that hor husband’s throat 
and stomach had been cut with a razor. 
Kent lived long enough to describe the 
murderer. 
An alarm Was 
raised and 
about noon the negro was discovered a t a 
dry dock. 
He is a seaman named Tom 
Allen. 
He was badly wounded and cov­ 
ered with blood. 
Allen confessed and said 
that his motivo was robbery. 
He con­ 
cealed himself in the room before the 
house was closed Saturday night. 


P a il a d e l p h ia , 
P a ., Feb. 11.—The e x ­ 
tensive establishment of James W yeth & 
Brother, m anufacturing chimists at 1412, 
1414 and 1416 W alnut street, was com­ 
pletely destroyed by fire Sunday. The build­ 
ing was completely gutted and the loss will 
be between $200,000 and $100,000, nearly 
covered by insurance. 
Tho fire caU'Od tho 
greatest excitement in tho neighborhood. 
Families hastily packed up their most 
valuable possessions aud moved to safer 
quarters. 
The guests of tho Hotel S trat­ 
ford w ere alarmed and many of them 
m oved out. 
By the time the engines arrived the fire 
had gained tremendous headway, and al­ 
though the building was provided with iron 
doors and the best devices known for pre­ 
venting the spread of fire, in less than 
forty minutes the whota double building 
was a mass of flames from W alnut street to 
Brighton street, about one hundred and 
fifty feet in the rear. 
A breeze from tho 
west carried the brands toward Broad 
street, and many fell on tho Hotel S trat­ 
ford, to the great alarm of the guests. The 
place was surrounded by firemen, who 
plaeod ladders against the eaves of tho ad­ 
joining houses, and, swarming up with 
lines of hose, soon had several streams of 
water playing upon tho building. 
Several 
explosions occurred, causing tho firemen to 
run for their lives. 
Shortly aftor 2 o’clock tho roof of 1404 
W alnut street, the annex of the Stratford 
hotel, was discovered to be on fire, causing 
immediate alarm, excitement, and bustle 
throughout the hotel. 
Tho fire apparatus 
was immediately put into service and the 
guests began packing up their belongings. 
The damage by fire was wholly confined to 
the upper stories of the annex, the lower 
floors, with the curtains, carpets, furniture, 
and clothing of the occupants l>eing dam ­ 
aged wholly by water. 
The fire originated in tho front part of 
the cellar of 1412. 
Its origin is a mystery. 
Tho theory generally advanced is that two 
combustible chemicals came into contact J 
and started tho fire, which spread rapidly 
through tho crowded cellar. 
During the 
progress of the fire tho central portion of 
the double building fell, burying several 
firemen. 
George Showers was taken out 
dead and Abraham Savory and William 
Buzzard injured, the latter quito seriously.

A correspondent iu the New York Sun 
bas ct ntiibu*td to that paper an alleged 
detailed statement of the party fards ex­ 
pender in that city by the various parties 
to iillufrLce tLe re ce ut election. Accord­ 
ing to the story the republican campaign 
expenses were §120,000; Tammany bail 
$100,000; 
the county democracy, $60,- 
000; the Feist nal Libetty League, $20,- 
000; the Coogan Labor party, $125,000; 
the Tariff league, $10,000; and the va­ 
rious congressional, assembly, and alder­ 
manic candidates of all parties over 
$100,000. 
In all the election fund ex­ 
pended was $550,000. 
There is no doubt that vnmoh of this 
money vias either wasted, or spent to 
debauch voters, taking, for instance, the 
$125,000 spent by the labor party which 
had less thau ten thousand voters. The 
Hun correspondent wants to know when 
this business is to be stepped? When 
he becomes better acquainted with pract­ 
ical politics he will find that it will be 
very difficult, if not wholly impossible, to 
Ste p it.

a M illion D estro y ed at C onstable 
H ook, N. J* 
N ew Y o rk, Fob. l l . — The Standard Oil 
works at Constable Hook, N. J., right op­ 
posite Staten island, caught fire a t IO 
o’clock Sunday night. 
The conflagration 
is said to have been caused by a watchman 
who accidentally dropped his lamp in the 
storehouse, which contained over a hundred 
thousand barrels of oil. 
Great sheets of 
flame shot out from the windows of the 
storehouse within five minutes after the 
alleged lamp accident. 
Tho volunteer fire 
departm ent of Constable Hook hurried 
to the oil works with their engines and 
by I o’clock in the morning succeeded in 
confining tho flames to the large vault in 
which it originally started. 
A t midnight 
it looked as though tho fifty oil tanks l>e- 
longing to tho Standard Oil company would 
have Iteen consumed. By 1:15 five hundred 
barrels of oil were taken from the w orks 
and stowed away for safety in vessels a’jn g 
tho docks. 
Tho damage is estimated at 
$.500,000. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock Monday morning 
a fire started in a stablo in tho upper por­ 
tion of the city, and seven horsos were 
burned to death before they could lie extri­ 
cated. 
The fire was soon got under con­ 
trol and tho damage to the building was 
slight.

London S ocialists D enounce His Treat­ 
m en t by the Government. 
London, Feb. l l .—Notwithstanding tho 
fact that a heavy snowstorm prevailed hero 
Saturday tho demonstration announced to 
be held in Hyde Park to denounce tho Gov­ 
ernment’s coercive measures in Ireland and 
to express sympathy with William O’Brien 
was successfully carried out. 
Thousands of 
citizens, chiefly from tho workingmen’s and 
radical clubs, attended tho meeting, march­ 
ing to tho park through tho storm with 
bands and banners. 
Speeches were deliv­ 
ered from twelve platforms. 
The speakers 
denounced tho Government generally and 
Mr. Balfour especially. A resolution which 
was put simultaneously at all of the plat­ 
forms and carried amid great cheering de 
dared that tho citizens of London condemn 
tho brutal policy of coercion, protest against 
the Government’s uncivilized treatment of 
political prisoners, aud demand the release 
of Irish patriots whose only crime is the 
exercise of tho ordinary rights of free 
speech. 
The socialists occupied one platform, 
which was decorated with red flags and at 
which was displayed a banner with the in­ 
scription: 
' ‘Renumber Chicago.” 
The 
Speake^ at this platform utilized tho occa­ 
sion^) denounce land owners and tho capi­ 
talists. 
Perfect order was maintained throughout 
the proceedings, and tho host of policemen 
present bad nothing to do except regulate 
traffic; 
Mr. Balfour, in replying to a correspond- 
en!!* drilling with the party uses to which 
the Gladstonians put the O’Brien incident, 
says th© storm was artificially raised for 
the interests of a faction and proceeds to 
generally deny tho charges made against 
the prison authorities. 
He quotes from a 
letter sent by Mr. O’Brien to Dr. O’Farrell 
to the effect that he hail no complaint to 
make. 
If the rule depriving tho prisoner 
of his cldthing had to be insisted on he 
would say that no excessive violence should 
be used. 
Mr. Balfour further writes that 
Dr. O’Farrell reported that Mr. O’Brien 
boarded in a cell in which the temperature 
was GO dogroes and that ho was well and 
cheerful, 


FEEN CII SOCIALIST DEMANDS. 


D elegation From R evolutionary Societies 
...W alt Upon Prem ier Floquet. 
P aris, Fob. l l . —Delegations from tho 
socialist revolutionary societies met at the 
lqbor exchange Sunday and then proceeded 
to the residence of Premier Floquet, M. 
Moline,’ president of the chandler of depu­ 
ties, and M. Leroyer, president of tho 
Senate, leaving at each house a copy of tho 
resolutions adopted by the workmen’s con­ 
gress at Cordeaux. 
The resolutions de­ 
mand a reduction of the daily working 
hours, the fixing of minimum rates of 
wages to correspond with the minimum ex­ 
penses of workmen in each locality, tho 
prohibition of manual labor by pi.ce work, 
etc. 
Extensive police precautions have 
been taken in the neighborhood of the Ely­ 
see palace and the Palais du Bourbon for 
fear of an anarchist riot. 
Tho services of 
the police were not required, however, as 
no disturbance of any kind occurred. 
Tho 
delegates declared their intention to wait 
upon M. Floquet aud the presidents of the 
the parliamentary bodies Feb. 24 to re­ 
ceive their replies. 
Similar deputations called 
upon the 
prefects of Lyons, Bordeaux, and Mar­ 
seilles. and presented their demands. 
In 
reply the prefects said that the govern­ 
ment was already considei ing many of tho 
demands, while others had no substantial 
foundation. 
Tho workmen, they said, 
must not expect everything to be settled 
by Feb, 24. 
Finally they begged the dep­ 
utations to exercise their influence to avert 
disorder.

To this be immediately replied: 
“ Le 
Caron’s testimony that I negotiated a ] 
Fenian-Russian alliance is absolutely false, i 
I was never a member of tho Fenian j 
Brotherhood or of any other Irish organi­ 
zation. 
C h a r l e s W. J o n e s . ” 
In connection with tho matter Senator 
Jones said: 
“ I have made upon various 
occasions, 
when 
called 
upon, 
many 
speeches for my native land, and they will 
show that I deprecated anything but con­ 
stitutional measures to procure for Ireland 
tho rights which her sons think she ought 
to have.” 
“ Who is tho Dr. Carroll spoken of?” 
“ I only know of one Dr. Carroll in this 
country. 
He is Dr. Carroll, an eminent 
physician of New York, and a connection 
of the celebrated Carroll family of Mary­ 
land. 
I met him one summer at Newport 
and I never exchanged a word with him on 
the Irish cause.” 
“ Did you know Le Caron when ho was 
hero!'” 
‘ ‘I did not. 
I did not come to Detroit 
until after Le Caron left, as I am now in­ 
formed. 
I never heard of bim until he be­ 
gan giving this Iniquitous testimony.”

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Brooklyn, N. Y., Fab. ll.—Bef or# an 
nudic-nee gathered from all parts of th# 
earth the Rev. T. Dewitt Talmage, D. D., 
Sunday expounded passages of scripture 
descriptive of stirring scenes In David’s 
Ufo. 
Led by organ and cornet the multi­ 
tude joined in singing: 
"T-'i ". finnan ever-rofiing stream, 
Bears all its <ons away, 
I boy tty forgotten, os a dream 
Dies at the opening day.” 
TI.© subject of Dr. Talmage’s sermon 
wus “ Our Own Generation,” and his text, 
Acts xiii., 46: ‘‘David, after he had served 
his own generation by the will of God, fell 
on sleep.” 
That is a text which has for a long time 
been running through my mind, but not 
until now has it been fully revealed to me. 
Sermons have a time to be born as well as 
a time to die, a cradle as well as a grave. 
David, cowboy, and stone-slinger, and 
Gghter, and czar, and dramatist, and blank 
verse writer, and prophet, did his best for 
the people of his time and thon went and 
laid down on tho southern hill of Jerusalem 
in that sound slumber which nothing but 
an archangelic blast can startle. 
“ David, 
after ho had served his own generation by 
the will of God, fell on sleep.” 
It was his own generation that ho had 
served; that is, the people at the time he 
lived. 
And have you ever thought that 
our responsibilities are chiefly with the peo­ 
ple now walking abreast of us? There are 
about four generations to a century now, 
but in olden time life was longer and there 
was, perhaps, only one generation to a 
century. 
Taking those facts into the cal­ 
culation, I make a rough guess and say 
there have been at least 180 generations of 
tho human family. 
With reference to 
them we have no responsibility. 
We can 
not teach them, we can uot correct their 
mistakes, we can not sooth their sorrows, 
wo cannot heal their wounds. Thefl sepul- 
cberSj are deaf and dumb to anything we 
might say to them. 
The last regiment of 
that great army has passed out of sight. 
We might halloo as loud as we could, not 
one of them would avert his bead to see 
what we wanted. 
I ndmit that I am in sympathy with the 
child whose father had suddenly died and 
who in her little evening prayer wanted to 
continuo to pray for her father, although 
he had gone into Heaven and no more 
needed her prayers, and looking up into 
her mother’s face, said: 
“ Oh, mother, I 
cannot leave him all out. 
I jet mo say, 
‘Thank God that I had a good father once, 
so I can keep him in my prayers.’ ” 
But 
tho 
180 
generations 
have passed off. 
Passod up. 
Passed down. 
Gone forever. 
Then there are generations to come after 
our earthly existence has ceased, perhaps 
180 generations more, perhaps 1,000 gen­ 
erations more. 
We shall not see them, 
we shall not hear any of their voices, 
we will take no part in their convoca­ 
tions, their elections, their revolutions, their 
catastrophes, their triumphs. 
We will in 
no wise affect tho 180 generations gone or 
tho 180 generations to come, except as 
from the galleries of heaven the former 
generations look down and rejoice at our 
victories, or as wo may by our liehavior 
start influences, good or bad, that shall roll 
on through tho advancing ages. 
But our 
business is, liko David, to serve our own 
generation, the people now living, those 
whose lungs now breathe, and whose hearts 
now beat. 
And mark you, it is not a si­ 
lent procession, but moving. It is a “ forced 
march” at twenty-four miles a,day, each 
hour being a mile. 
Going with that celer­ 
ity, it has got to bo a quick service on our 
part, or no service at all. 
We not only 
ca ii not teach the 180 generations past and 
will not see 180 generations to come, but 
this generation now on the stage will soon 
t o off, and we ourselves will be off with 
them. 
Tho fact is that you and I will have 
to start very soon for our work or it will be 
iron it a1 and sarcastic for any one after our 
exit to say of us, as it was said of David: 
“ After he had served his own generation by 
the will of God, he fell on sleep. ’ ’ 
Well, now, let us look around, earnest­ 
ly, prayerfully, and in a common sense 
way, and see what vre can do for our own 
generation. 
First of all let us see to it 
that, as far as w*e can, they have enough to 
eat. 
The human body is so constituted that 
threo times a day the body needs food as 
much as a lamp needs oil, as much as a lo­ 
comotive needs fuel. 
To meet this want 
God has girdled tho earth with apple or­ 
chards, orange groves, wheat fields, the 
oceans full of fish and prairies full of cat­ 
tle. 
And notwithstanding this, I will un­ 
dertake to say that tho vast majority of 
the human family are suffering either for 
the lack of food or the right kind of food. 
Our civilization is all askew on this subject 
and God only can set it right. 
Many of tho greatest estates of to-day 
have been built out of tho blood and bones 
of unrequited toil. 
In olden times, for the 
building of forts and towers, the inhabit­ 
ants of Ispahan had to contribute 70,000 
human skulls and Bagdad 90,000 human 
skulls, and that number of people were 
slain so as to furnish the skulls. 
But these 
two contributions added together made 
only 160,000 skulls, whilo into the tower of 
tho world's wealth and pomp and mag­ 
nificence have been wrought the skeletons 
of 
uncounted numbers of the half-fed 
populations of the earth—millions of skulls 
Don’t sit down at your table with five or 
six courses of abundant supply and think 
nothing of that family in the next street 
who would take any one of those five 
courses between soup and almond nuts and 
feel they were in Heaven. 
The lack of tho 
right kind of food is the cause of much of 
tho drunkenness. 
After drinking what 
many of our grocers call coffee, sweetened 
with what many call sugar, and eating 
what many of our butchers call meat, and 
chewing what many of our bakers call bread, 
many of tne laboring classes feel so miserable 
they are tempted to put into their nasty 
pipes what the tobacconists calls tobacco, 
or go into tho drinking saloons for what 
the rumsellers call beer. Good coffee would 
do much in driving out bad rum. 
Adul 
teration of food has got to lie an evil 
against which all tho health officers, and 
all tho doctors, and all the ministers, 
and 
all 
the reformers, and all 
the 
Ihristians 
need to set themselves 
in 
battle array. 
How can we serve our gen 
eration {.with enough to eat? 
By sitting 
down in embroidered slippers and lounging 
back in an arm chair, our mouth puckered 
up around a Havana of the best brand and 
through clouds of luxuriant smoke reading 
about political economy and th ephilosophy 
of strikers? No! No! 
By finding out 
who in Brooklyn has been living on gristle 
and sending them a tenderloin beef steak. 
Seek out some family who through sickness 
or conjunction of misfortune have not 
enough to eat and do for them what Christ 
did for the hungry multitudes of Asia 
Minor, multiplying the loaves and the 
fishes. 
Let us quit the surfeiting of our­ 
selves until we cannot choko down another 
crumb of cake and begin the supply of 
others’ necessities.’ 


comforts thinner, his prospects thinner, and 
his face thinner. 
And Isaiah shrieks out: 
‘ ‘W hat mean ye that ye grind the faces of 
the poor?” 
It is awful thing to be hungry. 
It is an easy thing for us to be in good 
humor with all the world when we hare no 
lack. 
But let hunger take full possession 
of us and We would all tufn into barbaHahs 
and cannibals and fiends. 
I am glad to know that the time is com­ 
ing—God hasten it—when every family in 
the round world will sit down at a full 
table, and it will be only a question be­ 
tween lamb and venison, or between par­ 
tridge and quail on toast, and out of spoons 
made out of Nevada silver or California 
gold the pastries will drop on tongues 
thrilling 
with 
thankfulness 
because 
they have full enough. 
I have no idea God 
is going to let the human race stay in its 
present predicament. 
If the world winds 
up as it now is it will be an awful failure of 
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We often see on a small scale a reckless­ 
ness about the welfare of others which a 
great warrior expressed on a large seal* 
when his officers were dissuading* him from 
a certain campaign, saying: “ It wouldjcost 
2!'0,000 lives,” replying with a diabolism 
that can never lie forgotten: 
“ What are 
200,000 lives to me?” 
So far from helping appease the world’s 
hunger thero are thoso whom Isaiah de­ 
scribes as grinding the faces of the poor. 
You have seen a farmer or a mechanic put 
a scythe or an ax on a grindstone while 
someone was turning it round and round, 
and the man holding the ax bore on it 
harder and harder, while the water dropped 
from tho grindstone, and the edge of the 
ax. from tieing round and dull, got keener 
and k* nor, and tho mechanic lifted the ax, 
glistening and sharp, and with edge so 
keen ho must cautiously run his finger 
along lest while examining the implement 
ho cut his hand to the bone. 
So I have 
seen men who were put against the grind­ 
stone of hardship, and while one would 
turn the crank another would press the un­ 
fortunate down harder and harder until ho 
was ground away thinner and thinner, his 


world. 
Th# barren places will be irri­ 
gated. 
The po apologists, helped| of God, 
will urge on the fruits. 
The botanists, in­ 
spired of the Lord, will help on the gar­ 
dens. 
The raisers of stock will send enough 
animals fit for human food to the markets, 
and the last earthquake thai rends the 
world will upset a banqueting table at 
which are seated the entire human race. 
Meanwhile, suppose thatsomeof theenergy 
we are expending in useless and unavailing 
talk about the bread question should be ex­ 
pended in merciful alleviations. 
I have read that the battle field on which 
more troops met than on any other in the 
world’s history was tho battle field of Leip­ 
sic—160,000 men under Napoleon, 250,000 
men under Schwarzeberg. 
No, no. 
Tho 
greatest and most terrific battle Ls now bo­ 
ing fought all tho world over. 
It is the 
struggle for food. 
The ground tono of 
the finest passage in one of the great mu­ 
sical masterpieces, tho artist says, w*as sug­ 
gested to him by the cry of the hungry 
populace of Vienna as tho King rode 
through and^they shouted: 
“ Bread! Give 
us bread!” 
And all through tho great 
harmonies of musical academy and cathe­ 
dral I hear the pathos, the ground tone, 
the tragedy of uncounted multitudes, who, 
with streaming eyes and wan cheeks and 
broken hearts in behalf of themselves and 
their families are pleading for bread. 
Let us take another look around to see 
how we may serve our generation. 
Let us 
see aa far as possible that they have enough 
to wear. 
God looks on tho human race 
and knows just how many inhabitants the 
world has. 
The statistics of the world’s 
population are carefully taken in civilized 
lands, and every few years officers of the 
government go through the land and count 
how many people there are in tho United 
States or England, and great accuracy i9 
reached. 
But when jieoplo tell us how 
many inhabitants thero are in Asia or 
Africa, at best it must bo a wild guess. 
Yet God knows tho exact number of peoplo 
on our planet and ho has made enough ap­ 
parel for each, and if thero be fifteen hun­ 
dred million, fifteen hundred thousand, 
fifteen hundred and fifteen poople, thon 
there is enough apparel for fifteen hundred 
million, fifteen hundred thousand, fifteen 
hundred and fifteen. 
Not slouchy apparel, 
not ragged apparel, not Insufficient apparel, 
but appropriate apparel. 
At lea»t two 
suits for every being on tho earth, a sum­ 
mer and a winter suit 
A good pair of 
shoes for every living mortal. 
A good 
coat, a goo:I hat, or a good bonnet and a 
good shawl, and a complete masculine or 
feminine outfit of apparel. 
A wardrobe 
for all nations, adapted to all clinics, and 
not a string or a button or a pin or a hook 
or an eye wanting. 
But alas! where are 
tho good clothes for three-fourths of the 
human race? Tho other one-fourth have 
appropriated them. 
Tho fact is, thero 
needs to be and will bo a distribution. 
Not 
by anarchistic violence. 
If outlawry had 
its way it would rend and tear and dimin­ 
ish until, instead of three-fourths of tho 
world not properly attired four fourths 
would be in rags. 
I will let you know how 
the distribution will take place. 
By gen­ 
erosity on the part of those who have a 
surplus and increased industry on the part 
of those suffering from deficit. Not all, but 
the large majority of cases of poverty in this 
country are a result of idleness or drunk­ 
enness, either on tho part of the present 
sufferers or their ancestors. 
In most cases 
the rum-jug is tho maelstrom that has 
swallowed down the livelihood of those who 
are in raga 
But things will change, and 
by generosity on the part of the crowded 
wardrolies and industry and sobriety on the 
part os tho empty wardrobes there will be 
enough for all to wear. 
God has done his 
part toward the dressing of tho human 
race. 
He grows a surplus of wool on tho 
sheep’s back, and flocks roam tho moun­ 
tains and valleys with a burden of warmth 
intended for transference to human com­ 
fort, when tho shuttles of tho factories 
reaching all the way from the Chattahoo­ 
chee to the Merrimac shall have spun and 
woven it. 
And here come forth tho Rocky 
mountain goat and the cashmere and tho 
beaver. 
Here are the merino sheep, their 
origin traced back to tho flocks of Abra- 
hamic and Davidic times. 
In white let­ 
ters of snowy fleece God has been writing 
for * a : thousand 
years his wish that 
there might bo Zwarmth for all nations. 
Whilo others are discussing tho effect of 
high or low tariff, or no tariff at all on 
wool, you and I had better see if in our 
wardrobes we have nothing that we can 
spare for the shivering, or pick out some 
poor lad of the street and take him down 
to a clothing store and fit him out for tho 
winter. 
Don’t think that God has forgot­ 
ten to send ice and snow because of the 
wonderfully mild January and February. 
We shall yet have deep snows and so much 
frost on the window pano that in tho morn­ 
ing you can not see through it; aud whole 
flocks of blizzards, for God long ago de­ 
clared that winter as well as summer shall 
not cease, and between this and the spring 
crocus we may have all reason to cry out 
with the psalmist: 
“ Who can stand before 
his cold?' ’ 
Again, let us look around and see how 
we may serve our generation. What short­ 
sighted mortals we would be if we were 
anxious to clothe and feed only the most 
insignificant part of a man—namely, the 
body—while w*e put forth no effort to 
clothe, and feet!, and save his soul. 
Time 
is a little piece broken off a great eternity. 
What are wo doing for the souls ofthis pres­ 
ent generation? Let me say it is a generation 
worth saving. 
Most magnificent men and 
women are in it. 
We make a great ado 
about the improvements in navigation, and 
in locomotion, and in art and machinery. 
We remark what wonders of telegraph, 
and telephone, and 
stethoscope. 
What 
improvement is electric light over a tallow 
candle! 
But 
all 
these 
improve­ 
ments 
are 
insignificant 
compared 
with 
the 
improvement 
in 
the 
human race. 
In olden times, once in 
awhile, a great and good man or woman 
would come up, and the world has made a 
great fuss about it ever since, but now 
they are so numerous we scarcely speak 
about them. 
We put a halo about the 
people of the past, but I think if the times 
demanded them it would be found we have 
now living in this year 1889 fifty Martin 
Luthers, fifty George Washingtons, fifty 
Lady Huntinertons, fifty Elizabeth Frys. 
During our civil war more splendid war­ 
riors in North and South were developed 
in four years than the whole world developed 
in the previous twenty years. 
I challenge 
the 4,000 years before tho flood and the 
eighteen centuries after tho flood to show 
me the equal of charity on a large scale of 
George Peabody. 
This generation of men 
and women is more worth saving than any 
of tho 180 generations that have passed off. 
But where shall we begin? With our­ 
selves. 
That is the pillar from which we 
must start. 
Prescott, the blind historian, 
tells us how Pizzaro saved his army for the 
right when they were about deserting him. 
W ith his sword he made a lorg mark on 
tho ground. 
He said: 
“My men, on the 
north side are desertion and death, on the 
south side is victory; on tho north side 
Panama and poverty, on the south side 
Peru with all its riches. 
Choose for your­ 
selves; for my part I go to the south.” 
Stepping across the line one by one, his 
troops followed and finally his whole army. 
The sword of God’s truth draws the divid­ 
ing line to-day. 
On one side of it are 
sin and Tuin and death, on the other 
side 
are 
pardon and usefulness and 
happiness 
and 
heaven. 
You 
cross 
from the wrong side to the right side and 
your family will cross with you, aud your 
friends and your associates. 
Tho way you 
go they will go. 
If we aro not saved we 
will never save any one else. 
How to get 
saved? Be willing to accept Christ, and 
then accept him instantaneously and for­ 
ever. 
Get on tho rock first and then you 
will bo able to help others upon the same 


rock. 
Lien ana women nave been saved 
quicker than I have been talking about it. 
What, without a prayer? Yes. 
“I ^ a t, 
without time deliberately to think it over? 
Yes. 
What, without rn tear? Yet. 
Be­ 
lieve: That is all. 
Believe what? That 
Jesus died to save you froth sib. aud death, 
and hell. 
Will you? Do you’ Ypu have. 
Something Snakes me think you have. New 
light has come Into your countenances. 
Welcome! Welcome! Hail! Hail! Saved 
yourself, how are you going to save others? 
By testimony. 
Tell it to your family. 
Tell it to your business associates. 
Tell it 
everywhere. 
We will successfully preach 
no more religion and will successfully talK 
no more religion than We ourselves have. 
The most of that which you do to benefit 
the souls of this generation you will effect 
through your own behavior. 
Go wrong, 
and that will induce others to go Wrong. 
Go right, and that will induce others to go 
right. 
When the great centennial exhibi­ 
tion was being held in Philadelphia, the 
question came up among the directors as to 
whether they oould keep the exposition 
open Sundays, when a director who Was 
a man of the world, from Nevada, arose 
and sat., his voice trembling with emotion 
and tears running down his cheeks: “ I feel 
liko a returned prodigal. 
Twenty years 
ago I wont West and into a region where 
we had no Sabbath, but to day old memor­ 
ies come back to me, and I remember what 
my glorified mother taught me about keep­ 
ing Sunday, and I seem to hear her voice 
again and feel as I did when every evening 
I knelt by hor side in prayer. Gentlemen, 
I vote for tho observance of the Christian 
Sabbath.” 
And he carried everything by 
storm, and when the question was put, 
“ Shall we oi>en the exhibition on tho Sab- 
i bath!” it was almost unanimous, “ No.” 
What one man can do if ho does right, 
boldly right, exphatically right! 
What if we could get this whole genera­ 
tion saved! Theso people who are living 
with us tho same year and amid the same 
stupendous events and flying toward the 
future swifter than eagles to their prey. 
We can not stop. 
They can not stop. We 
think we can stop. 
We say: “ Come now, 
my friend; let us stop and discuss this sub­ 
ject,” but we do not stop. 
The year does 
not stop. 
Tho day does not stop, tho hour 
does not stop. 
The year is a great wheel, 
and there is a band on that wheel that 
keeps it revolving, and as that wheel turns 
it turns J6.5 smaller wheels, which are the 
days, and then each of these 965 wheels 
turn twenty-four smaller wheels, which are 
tho hours, end these twenty-four smaller 
wheels turn sixty smaller wheels, which are 
the minutes, 
and 
these 
sixty smaller 
wheels 
turn 
sixty 
more 
smaller 
wheels, 
which 
are 
the seconds, 
and 
thoy keep 
rolling, 
rolling, 
rolling, 
mounting, 
mounting, 
mounting, 
and 
swiftening, swiftening, 
swiftening. 
O 
God! if our generation is going like that 
and we are going with them waken us to 
tho short but tremendous opportunity, 
confess to you that my one wish is to serve 
this generation, not to antagonize it, not to 
damage it, not to rule it, but to serve it. I 
would like to do something toward helping 
unstrap its load, to stop its tears, to balsam 
its wounds, and to induce it to put foot on 
the upward road that has at its terminus ac­ 
clamation rapturous and gates pearline, 
and^hrlands amaranthine, and fountains 
rainbowed, and dominions enthroned and 
coroneted, for I cannot forget that lullaby 
in the closing words of my text: 
“ David, 
after he had served his own generation by 
the will of God, fell on sleep.” 
And what a lovely sleep it was.

filial Absalom did not trouble It. 
Am­

New York or Chicago. 
New Y ork, Feb. l l . —The announcement 
made last Sunday that a wealthy Baptist 
had made up his mind to endow a univer­ 
sity with $20, OOO,CCO was the topic of much 
gossip in Baptist and other church circles 
the past week. 
Who the gentleman is is as 
yet unknown, even the Baptist ministers in 
this city professing ignorance as to who 
had promised to give the enormous fund. 
They said they had been expecting that 
money would be contributed shortly, but 
they were still in doutJt as to the donor. 
Speaking of the university Rev. 
Dr. Mac­ 
A rthur of the Calvary Baptist church said: 
‘•We have many institutions of learning 
which bear the names of universities, but 
which are nothing more than flrst-class 
academies. 
The university we w ant to 
build is to be an institution from which no 
one shall be m atriculated who has not al­ 
ready been graduated from some reputable 
college. 
We must have a university. 
The 
university must be in a great city, of 
course. 
There will be an attem pt made to 
have the university in Chicago, but as 
much as I would like to see the university 
honor the West th§ greatest stain that ever 
came upon our denomination in connection 
with its educational work came to U3 
through tho former management of the 
Chicago university. 
One can not but ask 
many suggestive questions as to the his­ 
tory and failure of the Chicago university 
a few years ago.

ties.” 
Dr. Calvert, the editor of the Christian 
Enquirer, said he thought the fight for the 
location of the university would be a big 
one between New York and Chicago, and 
in order to escape any complication or 
trouble in the denomination he would ad­ 
vocate that a large city other than New 
York and Chicago be suggested.

Baptist church of Chicago, in a letter to 
Editor Calvert of this city, says that thwe 
should be in Chicago an adeauately en­ 
dowed and thoroughly equipped institution 
of higher learning and the recent actions of 
the NatioittU Education society has awak­ 
ened the hope tbiat such an institution may 
be founded in the near future.
